African leader tells of Zimbabwean war

"Wc shall hold Runs in order to 
fight, the enemy, wc arc our own 
liberators", said a representative 
of the Zimbabwean (Rhodesia) 
revolutionary group, ZANU 
describing the principles of his 
organization and its activities to a 
crowd of 75 listeners In the York 
faculty lounge last Thursday. 

A.M. Chldoda is now touring 
Canada to present ZAND'S 
(Zimbabwean African National 
Union) position on the nature of the 
current struggle in Zimbabwe. 
Besides being a member of ZANU, 
Chidoda has also worked withmany 
Zimbabwean nationalist leaders 
including some now involved in the 
current Geneva peace talks. 

Chidoda denied that ZANU and 
other Black liberation forces are 
the terrorist groups that the. 
Western press portrays them as.. 
**Thc Smith regime is the 
terrorist," he said, "they arc the 
ones killing Innocent people. The 
regime knows only one tool, the 
repressive loot" 

He described the success of the 
nationalists, and denied the reports 
of Smith's troops alleged victories. 
**The enemy said they have 
destroyed seven of our camps, but 
we only have five." 

Chidoda explained the M false 
reports", saying, "They make their 
claims to justify their barbaric 
efforts and to reassure the con- 
fidence of white Rhodesia ns". 

Discouraging anyone who had 
hopes of becoming a mercenary for 
the Smith forces, Chidoda 
suggested they stay home. "If your 
friends want to join, tcllthemto 
jump o i the ninth floor of the Ross 
building and die, rather than going 
nil the way to Zimbabwe; you can 
die a peaceful death and get buried 
in vour own homeland." 

Chidoda was insistent on ZANU's 
independence from super-powers, 
.saying they didn't want another 
.situation like Angola. ZANU gets its 
amis from African sources only, 
though they may be Soviet •made he 



said. 

Chidoda explained ZANU's op- 
position to superpower In- 
volvement In Zimbabwe saying, "If 
someone gives you independence, 
he has some interest in that in- 
dependence." 

Chidoda said that to be able to 
fight effectively, ZANU united with 
ZAPU (Zimbabwean African 
People's Union), another guerilla 
group, forming the Patriotic Front. 
Explaining the move he said, "We 
have one enemy, the Smith regime 
and other forces of reaction." 

In response to a question con- 
cerning the numbers of guerilla _ 
groups fighting In Zimbabwe, and | 
how one could decide whom to £ 
support, Chidoda replied "we leave 
people to their own judgements", 
comparing it to o choice of chur- g 
ches. £ 

Most of the questions from the 
audience after the talk we re related 
to ZANU's programmcand the type 
of society they envisioned for 
Zimbabwe, The programme in* 
eluded redistribution of land, 
universal education; a society with 
"the productive forces in the hands 
of the people". 

Chidoda explained the goals of 
the nationalist struggle, "We want 
to change a system which exploits 
us to one which serves us."

S. African uprising was inevitable: student 



NEW YORK (LNS-CUP) - "We 
had enough of it all,*' a 19-year-old 
leader of the mass black uprisings 
in Soweto. South Africa told a group 
of New Yorkers gathered to hear 
his story in early December. "It 
could have come over any number 
of thin gs, but it would have come.* ' 

Until he fled into exile, Tsietsl 
Mashinini was president of the 
Student representative Council 
which exercises a strong influence 
over the black township of over one 
million outside Johannesburg The 



So many fathers he

Excerpts from a lx>ndun interview with Tstetsi Mashinini t exiled 

student leader from South Africa. 

• * * 

Soweto is the biggest Black township in South Africa. It has about 
80,000 houses, which are inhabited by more thnnone million people. 

I conic from a family of twelve kids, And my parents make it four- 
teen. We stayed in a four-room house, and the rooms arc about eight by 
ten. Very few houses have electricity. Of those with electricity, most of 
them belong to the bourgeoisie In Soweto. It is ghetto life all the way. 
Very few gas stoves around. There are lots of basic needs people cannot 
afford because of very low wages. In fact, when a survey was done in 
1974 it was found that 60 per cent of the people in Soweto had wages just 
to keep them olive, ond not have any other ncedsa human being has. 

You tend to like everything the white regime hates. They don't like 
anything to do with Frclimo (Mozambique Liberation Front) ; then you 
arc for Frclimo. When they were fighting Cubans and Angolans in 
Angola, then we were for those people they don't like. The fact that they 
don't like communtsm makes you think what communism is, and "no, 1 
think I want this/' They arc not a ware that they arc creating this type of 

The system more or less made me what I am now because of their 
constant oppression. My character was built by the environment that I 
lived in. That is why 1 claim that I am not the only Tsietsl Mashinini - 
there arc lots of other students who will become active because of what 
the system Is doing to them. 

The system itself has created so many enemies. There were people 
who sympathi2ed with the BCM (Black Consciousness Movement), but 
did not want to have anything to do with politics for fear of detention. 
The system was raiding almost 50 homeaa night alter June 16, looking 
forthatpersonorthisperaon. 

So many people were killed or detained So nuny people have 
ffrudges against the system that they are prepared to do anything 
against the system anytime. So many mothers have lost their children. 
So many fathers have lost their children- So many husbands have lost 

thelrwives. 
That Is because of the system. ^ 

Tt>cy cannot crush the movement If they want to stop Black power 
they have to put every Black person In detention. Because as long as 
therearcBlflck people outside, the struggle willgoon. 



Council led the original June 1G 
protest against a government order 
that classes in black schools be 
taught in Africkanns, a Dutch- 
derived language most blacks do 
not know. 

Police responded by kilting, 
wounding and arresting hundreds 
of students — many of thetn young 
school children. This touched off 
further student demonstrations and 

work stoppages throughout the 
similiter. 

TIGHT CONTROL 

The South African police said 
they would pay 50O rand ($375> for 
informal ion leading to Mnshinini's 
arrest — an amount equal to an 
average black worker's annual 
income, lint the young militant 
escaped to Botswana in August with 
the help of an underground network 
of friends. While in Botswana, the 
South African security police tried 
unsuccessfully to kidnap 
Mashinini. He now lives in London, 
but came to the United Suites in late 
November for a three week visit. 

Mashinini is a young man who 
seems much older than his 19 years 
might suggest. His father is a 
chauffeur and his mother works in a 

clot lung factory. 

Describing the reaction of Soweto 
parents to the student demon- 
strations, Mashinini said that at 
first they were frightened. "When 
wc mobilised the students, we 
mobilized all of them. Very young 
kids were involved and when 
parents came home from work they 
found their kids. shot 

"This touched everybody. Then 
the parents were with us all the 
way. In August they stayed out of 
work for three days after we called 
for a work stoppoge. On the fourth 
day they had to face their bosses.* 
They would bo fired, they told us, if 
they said they had stayed out 
because they wanted to. So we told 
them to tell their bosses that they 
would have been beaten up by us if 
they hadn't stayed out. 

"It is their children who die," 
Mashinini said, "and they want 
what the students want If It comes 
to f Ightlng the white men, they arc 
ready to join. In the past when 
someone was detained people 
became afraid. Now wbensomeonc 
was detained, people get angry/' 

Since escaping from South 
Africa, Mashinini says he has 
learned a lot. 



"I have Just learned recently 
about things like capitalism and 
Marxism and communism and I 
still don't know much about them. 1 
was quite a reader back home, but I 
had never seen anything about 
Marxism — all those books are 

banned." 

Newspapers loo, he explained. 
are tightly controlled. "There are 
two editions of the Hand Daily Mail 
- a while edition and a black extra. 
Most of the white edition covers 
news for whites and the black extra 
reports on events in black town- 
ships. 

"People in Soweto are com- 
pletely blank on what's happening 
outside uf the country; Vor.stersuid 
that the June hi demonstration was 
organized to emlwirass him before 
his meeting with Kissinger. I didn't 
even know he was going to meet 
with Kissinger until several days 
after J une 16." 

Mashinini was also president of 
the Johannesburg region of the 
South AfricairStudent Movement, a 
black high school organization. 
"One of the biggest projects of 
SASM was developing black con- 



sciousness*" he explained. 

"I used to teach my little brothers 
black poems. We tried to break 
through the indoctrination, if 
Mashinini added that the 
relationship between the high 
school movement ;md the 
university mo vein cut. led by the 
South African Student 

Ori-amzaliou. isverv strong.

He urges 
Americans to put pressure on the 
US lo get out of South Africa, and 
also stresses the importance of 
isolating South Atnca in any in- 
ternational went*.

The sun is tho only perpetual* 

ly renewable source of energy 
available to the planot earth. 
Having originated between 
eight to ton billion years ago, it 
is not expected to burn Itself out 
for another four billion years. 
Mass fs converted into radiant 
energy at a rate ot 4.7 million 
tons per second; of this, only a 
fraction of tho radiation actually 
reaches our planet, and of this 
amount, much Is filtered out and 
reflected back into space by the 
atmosphore. 

Solar energy should not bo 
thought of in narrow terms. 
Essentially, all forms of energy, 
including fossil fuels ard 
nuclear*goneratod power, not 
to mention otl renewable energy 
sources, arc actually different 
manifestations ol accumulatsd

However, if every building In 
Toronto had its own solar 
collector built Into tho roof or 
walls, tho required collector sur- 
face area could be obtained 
with tho added benefits 
resulting from non-reliance on a 
vulnerable, centralfied power 
station. II one individual system 
fails, the entire community is not 
thrown into turmoil as Is tho 
case with current dependence 
on central utilitios. 
SOLAR POTENTIAL IN 
CANADA

country, tho sun does not pass 
directly overhead, but across 
the sky to tho south. This means 
that tho light striking a horizon- 
tal surface does so at an angle, 
even at noon. Stnco the greatest 
amount of solar energy Is 
collected when the incident light 
Is perpendicular to the receiving 
surface, tho amount of energy 
received can be groatly In- 
creased by tilting tho collecting 
surface towards tho sun. In 
some cases, tracking 
mechanisms are used for Keep- 
ing sun and collector correctly 

oriented at all times. Tho op- 
timum angle of tilt for a lixod but 
tilted collecting surface will vary 
according to the month.

solar radiation. For tho pur- 
poses of this article, however, 
only the most pure form ot eolar 
enorgy *'" be discussed, thai o1 
direct solar radiation, outlining 
somu ot the bU!*lc environmen- 
tal and economic factor** which 
make it the safest and most sen- 
sible possibility lor iho future. 
Potentially, the only limiting 

factor In the exploitation of 
radiant energy is that of 

geographic locatton. however. 
this would depend on a large 
number of fow-tochnoiogy 
coNoetor systems distributed 
equally among the inhabitants 
of o particular locale. 
Economical implementation of 
the potential energy in solar 
radiation requires doceniralizo- 
tion of power systems and also 
o scalmg*down of the current 
exaggerated energy "needs." 

Heroin lies one of tho dangers 
of following tho present prevail- 
ing policies in federal and 
provincial rosearch. Although 
only a fraction of the amount of 
money spent on nuclear 
research is Invested in solar 
power, ii fs not impossible that 
the advances which could be 
made tn that field are slowed 
down because of a prooccupa-. 
lion with high-technology, cen- 
tralized systems. Often these 
systems are usod as an argu- 
ment against lurther develop- 
ment of solar technology 
bocouso ot the high initial cost 
and questionable benefits 
resulting from tholr Implemen- 
tation. For example, a critic may 
stale in all truthfulness that in 
order to supply a clly like 
Toronto with electricity from tho 
sun. it would require a solar 
collector with approximately tho 
same total surface area as tho 
city itself. Now. with good 
avallabio farm land already suc- 
cumbing \o the phenomenon of 
urban sprawl at an alarming 
rate, tho idea of building this 
massive shining creation, with 
all its miles of transmission lines 



or insolation received, varies 
greatly with location. Tho figure 
above ahows contours ol cons- 
tant overage dafly Insolation, 
expressed in BTU'sq. ft./day 
across Canada About 83% of 
the Canadian population lives 
bolow tho 53rd parallel, whore 
the average annual solar 
radiance on a horizontal surface 
is borwoon S84 and 1252 
BTU/sq. tt./day. This compares 
with iho U. S. U.S.A. 1500; tho 
United Kingdom 810; and the 
southern Sahara 22tt, tho 
highest in tho world. 

Like statistics, averages can 
bo very misleading. Rosoiuto 
Bay in tho Arctic receives 2137 
BTU/sq. ft./day In June, but 
noting ot all in December. 
Furthermore, In all parts of 
Canada, radiation is not receiv- 
ed constantly over tho 24 hours 
in a day. or oven over tho 
daylight hoi'rs. Most solar 
radiation is receded during tho 
six hours around solar noon, 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. This 
happens because tho sun's rays 
arc striking the oarth at an angle 
closest to tho perpendicular ot 
this time. 

ORIENTATION OF A SOLAR 
COLLECTOR 
Since Canada Is a northern 



processes by which tho sun'» 
radiation can bo put to technical 
uso; HoUochemlcaL Holiothor- 
mai. and Holloeloctrlcot. Those 
aro derived from the Greek 
word Helios, meaning "Iho sun/' 
Hctiochomlcal utilization is by 
far the most Important since It Is 
the heliocnemical process call- 
ed photosynthesis which 
enables certain wavelengths 
from the solar spocclrum to 
cause carbon dioxido and water 
to unite with nutrients from the 
soil and thus create the plants 
and oxygon by which wo live. All 
of tho cool. oil. and natural gas 
that our planet has ovor 
possessed has come from 
photosynthesis in agos past, 
and tho food on which wo exist 
today comes from that same 
process. Wo are just beginning 
to understand photosynthesis, 
but oven the greatest loboraiory 
In the world cannot equal a 
single blade ot grass or the loaf 
of a tree in bringing about this 
romorkablo process. 
Holiothermal devices absorb 
solar radiation on blackened 
surfaces and convort It into 
hoot. Tho black surface wiN at- 
tain a temperature at which 
equilibrium Is establishod 
between tho rote at which

energy is being absorbed and 
tho rale ot which the absorbed 
energy is being lost to the sur- 
rounding atmosphere and put 
to usfcful service. 

The blackened sheet of 
metal, heavily insulated on the 
side away from tho sun and 
covered with a shoot of glass to 
trap tho absorbed solar hoot, 
may approach 300 degrees 
Foronholt. The hoot absorbed 
by tho motal may be carried 
away by wotor circulating 
through tubos attochod to tho 
motal ploto, or by air blowing 
ovor tho sun-heated m*»tal. Tho 
glass cover plays a vital part by 
transmitting as much as 90% of 
tho solar radiation to tho pinto 
and by refusing to transmit back 
to tho atmosphere tho longwave

ECONOMICS OF SOLAR 

HEATING 

Solar heating systems lor 
houses have boon built or 
proposed in many different 
shapes and sizes. They range tn 
price trom tho (ow cost, do-it- 
yourself projects to tho very 
sophisticated oxporimontul 
systems. Deciding how much ol 
a home's hoot toad II is 
economic to supply using solur 
energy at the present tlmo. 
doponds on the cost of tho sole* 
heating system, and the prices 
projected lor conventional tuefs 
ovor the life"©! tho system. To 
provide tho first 10% of a 
homo's heat requirements trom 
solar onergy doos not coll tor a 
collector. All that Is needed I* 
Insulation that prevents the heat 
already received from tho sun 
through tho windows from es- 
caping trom the house. There is 
no doubt that at today's fuel 
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100 million BTU for space 
hooting por year. 

16 million BTU lor water 
hooting por yoar. 

The solar system will provide 
60% of those or a total of about 
70 million BTU por year. The 
yearly costs of 70 million BTU of 
electricity aro shown below:

COST COMPARISON 

BETWEEN SOLAR HEATING 

AND ELECTRIC HEATING 

A cost comparison botwoon 
solar heating and electric 
healing Irom conventional 
onergy sources is based on tho 
initial Investment costs in- 
cluding installation* and the cost 
of maintaining that system over 
a number ot years. Although at 
iho present limo, the initial cost 
of a commercially-built or 
homomado solar colloctor 
system would bo comparatively 
oxponslvo in relation to the cost 
ot hooking Into a conventional 
grid system, tho costs spread 
out over ton or twenty years 
provides a balonco tor this dls- 
crepancy.Malnlenanco costs ol 
a solar colloctor after it Is install- 
ed are extremely low. however, 
with rising fuol costs for supply- 
ing electricity, the cost to tho 
consumer is also very likely to 
increase at a dramatic rate. 

If we assume that a $5,000 
moss produced solar system is 
available and installed, then tho 
following examplo comparoa 
the cost of solar energy with the 
cost of enorgy supplied using 
resistive electric heating over a 
20 year period. 



The $5,000 will he borrowed 
at 13.5% por year, giving a year- 
ly mortgage rale ol $640.32. 
This mortgage payment is com- 
pared with Iho cost ol tho elec- 
tricity being replaced by the 
solar system. It is assumed thai 
electricity is being usod with 
100% olticianty. Tho price 0' 
clociricity is assumed to rise at 
20% per year tor live years, and 
10% per year thereafter. Tho 
house healing requirements are 
assumed to bo:

Tho constant mortgage 
payments are Initially higher than 
tho cost of electricity. But, after 
four years, the cost of electricity 
has overtaken it. The relative 
savings ottered by investing In a 
solar system can be seen quite 
clearly as time goes on. Just for 
Intorest, a second line was add- 
ed showing how things might 
look if a low Interest loan (8% In- 
terest rate) was made available 
to encourage tho use of solar 
energy. 

ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT 

II for no othor reason, solar 
energy deserves to be 
researched and developed 
because of tho absence ol 
potential environmental 
ill-effects which wilt bo incurred. 
While <t must be pointed out that 
certain l^rgn-scale, high- 
technology solar power proiects 
may m fact, result in dangers cl 
local climatic changes duo 10 
the possibility of heat buildup in 
a concentrated geographic 
area, this problem could bo 
successfully avoided if soJar 
energy technology was 
restricted to small-scale 
systems within a framework of 
overall decentralization.
